Not really QRP, but should be of interest to QRP'ers... 


I finally got tired of re-setting the time on my battery powered MFJ dual 
clock. The time needed to be updated (to WWV) about every two weeks ‘cause 
it was off by 1 or 2 minutes after that often -- setting the clock before 
each contest weekend has got to be a pain in ... well you know where. 


As a replacement I decided on the Whiterook CK-2 dual clock: UTC in 0-24 
hour mode and local time in 0-24 or 0-12 hour local mode (outboard switch 
settable). It is NOT kit available and comes with a 12 VAC (yes AC) cube, 
or a 12vdc unit for a few extra bucks. Shipping is extra. 


The time is pretty easy to set, but takes a little bit getting used to the 
three keys: Fast (sets hours), Slow (sets minutes), Hold (just what you 
think). It takes a 9 vde transistor radio battery for time backup. 


It's a pretty neat dual clock. A little high on the price side ... $130 but 
mostly does what it is advertised to do. One nit with the ad though: 


"both clocks will track each other perfectly" 


This implies that there is some communication between the clocks or you can 
use one clock to set the other. No way is this true. You have to set each 
clock separately. But for sure, once you get the GMT clock set it is pretty 
easy to set the 'local' clock. The plastic case is a downer also .... 


They are on the WEB (net search: whiterook should work), email: wpc@west.net 
according to their ad.

Since I really enjoy building radios, I was talking to another fellow in the 
local club about whether anyone had ever done a building project. There 
have been some little projects like a SCTV board (the hamcom circuit), but 
these were presented in the newsletter and some kits were distributed at a 
couple meetings. But I'm thinking more of getting some folks using 
soldering irons who haven't done so before. And maybe use some test gear. 
Something we could do at a club meeting or gathering. 


Anyway, the other ham was all for it. He's one of the local VHF weak signal 
gurus (several Extra types who moved to VHF and up for the challenge). He's 
sparked some interest in doing simplex FM on 2m so some of the newer hams 
can experience something beyond repeaters. (I've personally contacted three 
states on 2m FM during his weekly net.) 


So, what I'm thinking is that it would be nice to have a VHF QRP project 
that we could use to entice more folks to try. But, it needs to be 
affordable. I'd think it would be reasonable to have a two-stage project - 
a receiver followed by a transmitter. Voice would be nice, but CW would 
likely be simpler and might nudge some into learning code. Maybe SSB could 
be added later. That sort of thing. 


I've looked at the R2/T2 kits, but they are really out of the affordability 
range. Many of us on this list don't mind dropping $100s on a project once 
in a while, but to get folks started, we need something cheap! I guess what 
I'm thinking is something like the 38S. Even a bit more expensive, if it 


could be done in stages. $30 for a receiver, $30 for a transmitter/TR switch. 


How feasible is this? What are the problems? I imagine 6m would be 
simplest. Can we scale any existing designs up that high? Will the NE602 
work there? Etc. Is there any other interest here for this sort of project?

For the benefit of those of you who don't have web capabilities ... 


The K8FF/NorCal paddles are a must! Hearty, rugged things you will 
get years of service out of. 


First, the paddles are mounted on a base of solid steel that must 
weigh a pound and a half. I don't know what kind of steel it is, but 
I think it's the stuff they make submarine hulls out of. All the 
holes are pre-drilled AND TAPPED where they need to be. Nothing for 
you to do. The base is about 2.5 x 3 inches, and includes the rubber 
stick-on feet. It don't scoot around. 


The rest of the parts ... the dit and dah paddle shafts, center block 
and the contact posts are milled out of brass, with all holes and 
tapped holes where needed provided. The paddle shafts are beautifully 


done ... not just a chunk of brass, but milled out in a complicated 
fashion for good looks and for properly mating with everything. All 
miscellaneous hardware is provided, which includes stainless steel 
set screws, brass nuts, etc. It can be assembled with the manual and 
assembly drawing fairly quickly. 


There is plenty of room to customize though for your own tastes and 
give it as much home-brew touch as you want. The real challenge is 
to shine up those brass pieces ... a little emory cloth, steel wool 
and Brasso (yes, that's right ... BRASSO!) and you can get those 
brass paddle shafts and corner posts to look gold plated. 


The paddles are magnetic snap-action type, where the paddle shafts 
snap back to their rest position by magnetic action, which works 
excellent. The paddle movement, amount of magnetic snap, and the 
contact gaps are all adjustable. The action is very smooth. And 
the actual paddle levers (what your fingers go on) is clear plastic 
pieces. 


Building the paddles is obvious from the manual. From building mine, 

I can only comment on the following. 

1. I built the majority of my paddles on the airplane enroute to 
PacifiCon, where I did most of the emory work and Brasso polishing. 

2. If you intend on shining your paddles to jewelry shine ... I would 
suggest inserting the press-fit magnets very last thing. The magnet 
is a strong little sucker that will collect a copious amount of steel 
wool shavings that is hard to get off. 

3. When you paint your base ... have the patience to let it dry 
completely ... 24 to 48 hours, or whatever it takes. I got in too 
much of a hurry, and while it felt dry, starting to mount everthing, 
realized I was leaving finger prints. Cleaned off the paint with 
DAP and painted it again. Second time, it sat in the sun all day. 

4. I painted mine white, using an epoxy porcelain paint for making 
appliance repairs. Looks great. After the first coat dried a bit, 
put on a heavy second coat, then into the sun. It wrinkled into a 
really neat finish. Turns out, Chuck Adams did the same thing with 
Krylon epoxy enamel paint (his was blue) ... put on a heavy second 
coat kinda soon, into the sun, and we got the same identical micro- 
wrinkle finish (now under patent patending by NA5N/K5FO). 


That's about it ... no "mods" to report at this time -hi. With a little 
bit of work (steel wool and Brasso polishing), which you can do in the 
privacy of your own home while watching TV or something, you'll end up 
with a set of paddles that are a piece of jewelry.

On Paul's comments. I tried Krylon twice and stripped it twice. 
We had a cold front and wet weather for four days and I couldn't get 
it right even with the oven (gas) at 170 degrees F. 


So I then went to Rust-O-Leum (sp?) with primer also. I left it in sun 
and in the moonlight for 24 hrs then left it another 48 hours on the 

top of the stove just above the Pilot light. Kept it warm and toasty 
for the 48 hours and didn't stink up the house as I ran the vent fan 

a couple of times a day and several times a night for 15 minute periods. 
Phyllis works for the gas company (now aquired by the electrical company) 
and so I have to support the people that support the people that I care 
about. 


Oh, for me I had from HomeDepot a spray can of Behr Paint Stripper. 
It will strip just about anything off of cold rolled steel or whatever 
the base is made of. 


Another couple of hints. For the two small threaded holes I got two 
2 inch screws out of the junk box to keep the paint out and two Q-Tips 


for the next larger sized threaded holes as I didn't have the right 
sized screws in the junk box. The two larger holes for the contacts 
I didn't worry about. 


Painting the thing is the hardest part, i.e. you have to make sure that 
you wait a couple to three days before you start the final assembly. 
Paul is right, you will have finger prints and scratches and all kinds 
of nasty things happen. Been there, done that........ Paul and I, 
since we had hand machines parts had a tougher row to hoe to get ours 
smoothed out, you will not as the NC-machined parts are perfect. 

Just take your time. No two of these puppies are going to be the same.

I had planned for several weeks before JOTA on what antenna to use. 
After reading some comments on loops I decided to try a delta loop of 
sorts. 


I had an 80m dipole that was no longer used so I used that to make the 
loop. I tied the two ends together and hung the delta so the ends where 
in the middle of the top. There was no fisical connection between the 
two ends, they were about 2 inches apart. The triangle was upside down 
with the point on the ground side. I used 50' of 58u coax to the radio. 
The antenna was about 40' up with the feed point about 20'. It tuned up 
just fine on 20 meters. Now the problem, when I would transmit at high 
power the receiver acted like it was desensitized for a short period and 


during that period the swr was way high. When I used 2 to 5 watts it 
was fine. 


Of course I couldn't use that set up so I threw about 200' of wire in 
the trees with a 50' counterpoise and proceeded to work some of the best 
contacts I have ever had. I had 14 kids total which included Cub 
Scouts, Boy Scouts, and Girl Scouts. 


If anyone has any ides why the antenna would react that way let me know. 
I would like to know in case I decide to try it again. 


I am beginning to appreciate the simple random wire with counterpoise. 

This is the first time I used the counterpoise and the performance was 

very good. Didn't try it without to see if there was any difference so 
it could have been band conditions too.

Since I really enjoy building radios, I was talking to another fellow in the 
local club about whether anyone had ever done a building project. There 
have been some little projects like a SCTV board (the hamcom circuit), but 
these were presented in the newsletter and some kits were distributed at a 
couple meetings. But I'm thinking more of getting some folks using 


soldering irons who haven't done so before. And maybe use some test gear. 
Something we could do at a club meeting or gathering. 


Anyway, the other ham was all for it. He's one of the local VHF weak signal 
gurus (several Extra types who moved to VHF and up for the challenge). He's 
sparked some interest in doing simplex FM on 2m so some of the newer hams 
can experience something beyond repeaters. (I've personally contacted three 
states on 2m FM during his weekly net.) 


So, what I'm thinking is that it would be nice to have a VHF QRP project 
that we could use to entice more folks to try. But, it needs to be 
affordable. I'd think it would be reasonable to have a two-stage project - 
a receiver followed by a transmitter. Voice would be nice, but CW would 
likely be simpler and might nudge some into learning code. Maybe SSB could 
be added later. That sort of thing. 


I've looked at the R2/T2 kits, but they are really out of the affordability 
range. Many of us on this list don't mind dropping $100s on a project once 
in a while, but to get folks started, we need something cheap! I guess what 
I'm thinking is something like the 38S. Even a bit more expensive, if it 
could be done in stages. $30 for a receiver, $30 for a transmitter/TR 
switch. 


How feasible is this? What are the problems? I imagine 6m would be 
simplest. Can we scale any existing designs up that high? Will the NE602 
work there? Etc. Is there any other interest here for this sort of project?

Fellow contesters, 


Afraid I couldn't spend the whole weekend on the air, but the effort was very 
enjoyable. Was able to spend just under 5 hours in several disjoint sessions. 
Q's per hour were rather poor. 


Totals were 49 members, 10 non-members, 26 SPC and power of 2 watts for a score 
of 48230. 


40 was the best band, and I even got a couple of unexpected 599+ reports! Most 
were much worse. Sometimes I have a N/S pipeline, but managed to snag UT and 
OR from NJ even with my poor skywire. 80 was a struggle due to low antenna 
efficiency and high local electrical noise. 


My antenna is really a compromise - a 67 foot wire in an inverted 

vee configuration. Center is up about 19 feet and the ends about 7 feet high. 
And it's surrounded by rain gutters and utility lines 10 feet or so away. 
Tunes up great on 40 (and 20) with my Rainbow tuner and MFJ 941C on 80. 


On 40 it’s probably pretty efficient due to its inherently high impedance. Of 
course most of what's radiated is probably lost in the nearby surroundings. On 
80 I guess I'm lucky to work anybody. Measuring my end fed wire to a good 
ground (16+ radials) gives me a resonant frequency of about 3480 kHz and an 
impedance of 20 ohms. That seems reasonable for a low quarter wave wire. 
However the ground I have to use at the shack is so much poorer that the 
feedpoint impedance of the antenna is 80 ohms. So my 2 watts becomes at best 
@.5 watts radiated! 


Most fun was working two guys simultaneously. I was engaged in an exchange with 


a slower op who repeated all three times when a known sharp op called me at 
20-25 wom. I answered with a quick 1X exchange and he responded likewise. The 
whole thing was done while I copied the slower op! And the higher speed Q was 
finished before the slower one. Done this before with locals whom I know, but 
this was the first time with a "stranger." 


Just wait 'til I get my open wire dipole up and squeeze a little more power out 
of my Sierra.

It sounds like you are using the diode to rectify and "charge" the 
forward "on" voltage capacitance of the LED. The LED then acts like 
an filter cap to filter the DC pulses fed it from the diode. 


If the LED has 1.7v breakover voltage, and the germanium diode has 
@.3v, the total is 2.0v. You have a five to one voltage step up 
ratio, so the "effective" minimum measurable bridge voltage 
differential is 2/5 or 0.4v. 


Since you have multiplied the voltage by a factor of five, the series 
resistor will need to be increased. 5w = 22v peak. Out of the bridge, 
you will see at most half of this or 11v peak. 11v x 5 = 55v to the 
LED. To limit the current to 20ma max, 2.7K ought to be used for the 
limiting resistor. 


I used only a 3x voltage step up. Using an extra germanium diode will 
only cost another 0.1v of sensitivity in my circuit, which is not bad.

Dan, 
Here's the latest. 
I checked a couple more LEDs. No improvement. 


That done, I tried another approach. I simply added a 1N34 in series with 
the 1K resistor and the LED. This cured things nicely, giving a 
discriminating null on 10 and 15 meters, without having to worry about 

the capacitance of the LED. 


The resulting circuit here has a 5 turn primary and a 25 turn secondary, 
with the secondary and the diode/resistor/LED all floating above ground. 
The test (breadboard) bridge uses an FT-50-61 core. The bridge built into 
the mini z-match has an FT-37-61 core. (The turns ratio comes from my 
fine-tuning prior to adding the 1N34; I haven't played with it since.) With 
this turns arrangement and the added diode, I find the indicator is useful 
at power levels as low as a half a watt or a little less. 


I thought that the additional voltage drop across the diode might broaden 
the null indication, but whatever may be happening in this regard seems 
more than counterbalanced by the improvement that comes from preventing 
the LED's relatively high capacitance from acting as a bypass capacitor at 
a crucial point in the circuit. Nor does including the diode degrade 
performance on the other bands (and may even result in a slight 
improvement on them, too, but determining the difference I suspect isn't 
worth the time for the tests). 


Overall, my advice to anyone asking would be to the use the LED alone if 
the tuner/bridge is going to be used only for the lower bands, up through 
20 meters. If higher frequency operation is in the works, I'd say to 
spend a few more pennies and include the diode.

There have been postings today questioning the availability of the NorCal 
Paddles. The initial run was 500, with delivery of the first 200 at 
Pacificon. The final production design was not completed until the first 
week of October, so we had 2 weeks to get the 200 kits produced. Doug 
Hauff of San Luis Machine Company worked 18 hour days to get it all done in 
time. He said he could meet the production time table of Pacificon, and he 
did. We will get another 300 by Nov. 2 by keeping the following schedule. 


Oct. 20 - 24 Doug Hendricks kits 300 hardware packs. Doug Hauff and SLM 
produces 300 sets of machined parts. Jim Cates has 300 manuals printed. 
Oct. 25 - Doug Hendricks and Doug Hauff£ meet half-way between (85 miles 
each, one way) to exchange the machined parts. 

Oct. 26 - 31 Doug Hendricks kits 300 machined parts packs. Doug Hauff 
prepares 300 bases.

These kits weigh 
about 1.7 pounds each, so the weight is considerable. Jim will mail as 
many as he can each day, but the number is up to him. 


I know you are all anxious, but please be patient. We will do the best 
that we can. 


As you can see the schedule is tight. We are counting on NO breakdowns 


with any of the machinery in the machine shop. If the demand is there, we 
will kit more. We have to do the paddle kits in runs of 500, as it is 
very, very expensive to hire CNC machine time, and San Luis Machine Company 
can only do them in runs of 500. Right now, we are open to kitting enough 
to meet the demand. 


Jim and I both want to see everyone have a chance at this kit. We plan on 
producing enough kits for all.
